An  Act  to  make  further  provision  for  the  recover y of  arrears  of 
land-revenue  and  public  demands  recoverable  as  arrears  of  land- 
revenue. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  lo  amend  and  extend  the  law  for  the  recovery 
of  arrears  of  land^re  venue  and  of  public  demands  recoverable  as  arrears 
of  land -re  venue; 

It  is  declared  and  enacted  as  follows: — 

1.  In  this  Act,  and  in  ^tlie  Bengal  Land-revenue  Sales  Act,  1859,] 
the  words  in  this  section  mentioned  shall  have  the  meanings  therein 
attributed  io  them,  respectively — 

the  word  "proprietor11  includes  any  tenant  by  whom  any  estate  or 
tunure  is  held  directly  2[under  the  Govern mentj; 

the  word  “revenue11  includes  every  sum  annually  payable  to 
Government  by  the  proprietor  of  any  estate  or  tenure  in  respect  ; 

thereof,  and  every  sum  payable  lo  Government  in  respect  of  takavt,  or  j 

of  any  money  advanced  by  Government  to  proprietor  of  land  for 
making  or  repairing  embankments,  reservoirs  or  water  courses,  or 
other  improvements  on  the  land  held  by  them; 

the  word  “estate11  means  any  land  or  share  in  land  subject  to  the 
payment  to  Government  of  annual  sum  in  respect  of  which  the  name 
of  a proprietor  is  entered  on  the  register  known  as  the  general  register 
of  all  revenue-pay  i ng  estates,  or  in  respect  of  which  a separate  account 
may,  in  pursuance  of  section  10  or  section  1 1 of  the  said  Act  XI  of 
1859, 2 have  been  opened; 

the  word  "tenure’'  includes  all  interests  in  land,  whether  rent-paying 
or  lakh i raj  (other  than  estates  as  above  defined),  and  all  fisheries, 
which,  by  the  terms  of  the  grams  creating  the  same  or  by  the  custom 
of  the  country,  arc  transferable,  whether  such  tenures  are  resumable 
or  not,  and  whether  the  right  of  selling  or  bringing  Lhem  lo  sale  for  an 
arrear  of  rent  may  not  have  been  specially  reserved  by  stipulation  in 
any  instrument;

Commissioner  on  or  before  the  forty-fifth  day  from  the  day  of  sale, 
reckoning  as  aforesaid,  and  not  otherwise; 

and  the  Commissioner  shall  be  competent,  in  every  case  of  appeal  so 
preferred,  to  annul  any  sale  of  an  estate  or  share  of  an  estate  made  under 
this  Act  or  Act  XI  of  I8592,  which  shall  appear  to  him  not  lo  have  been 
conducted  according  to  the  pro  visions  of  the  said  Act,  awarding  at  the  same 
time  to  the  purchaser  a payment  from  the  proprietor  of  compensation4  for 
his  loss,  if  the  sale  shal  1 have  been  occasioned  by  neglect  of  !hc  proprietor, 
such  compensation  not  to  exceed  the  interest  at  the  highest  rate  of  the 
current  Government  securities  on  the  amount  of  deposit  or  balance  of 
purchase-money  during  the  period  of  i Is  being  retained  in  Ihe  Collector's 
office; 

and  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  shall  in  such  cases  be  final.

revoked  by  any  otherorderofthe  said  l * * *[Slale  Government]  to  be  from  time 
to  lime  in  like  manner  published.

8.  Every  certificate  of  title  which  may  be  given  to  any  purchaser 
under  the  provisions  of  section  28  of  the  said  Act  XI  of  1859%  or  of 
section  1 1 of  this  Act,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  favour  of  such 
purchaser,  and  of  every  person  claiming  under  bimp  that  all  notices  in  or 
by  th t s Ac l * o r b y t h e said  Act  XI  of  1 8 59 % req ui r ed  t o be  served  or  posted , 
have  been  duly  served  and  posted; 

and  the  lilie  of  any  person  who  may  have  obtained  any  such  certificate 
shall  not  be  impeached  or  affected  by  reason  of  any  omission*  informality 
or  irregularity  as  regards  the  serving  or  posting  of  any  nolice  in  the 
proceedings  under  which  the  sale  was  had  at  which  such  person  may  have 
purchased.

10  Every  estate  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  and  of  (he  said  Act 
XI  of  1 8597,  be  deemed  to  be  within  the  Collectorale  of  the  Collector  upon 
whose  general  register  the  revenue  thereof  may  be  borne,  although  the 
whole  or  any  portion  of  the  lands  comprised  in  such  estate  may  be  without 
the  local  limits  of  his  jurisdiction;  but  all  land  and  tenures  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  wiLhin  the  local  limits  of  which  they  may  be  situate,  although  the 
estate  of  which  they  form  a pan  may,  under  the  provisions  of  (his  section, 
be  deemed  to  be  within  the  collectorale  of  any  other  Collector.

amount  of  the  arrear  and  the  latest  date  on  which  payment  thereof  shall  be 
received,  shall  have  been  fixed,  for  a period  of  not  less  than  fifteen  clear 
days  preceding  the  date  fixed  for  payment  according  to  section  3 of  Act  XI 
of 1859\ 

in  the  office  of  the  Collector  or  other  officer  duly  authorized  to  hold 
sales  under  this  Act,  in  Lhc  Court  of  the  Judge  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
land  advertised  lies,  and  in  the  Munsif's  Court  and  police- 1 liana  of  the 
division  in  which  the  tenure  to  which  the  notification  relates  is  situated,  or, 
if  the  tenure  be  situated  within  the  jurisdiction  of  more  than  one  Munsif  s

Efreci  of  12.  The  purchaser  of  any  tenure  sold  under  the  provisions  of  section

been  imposed  upon  it  after  its  creation,  or  after  the  time  of  settlement, 
whichever  may  have  last  occurred,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  avoid  and  ann  til 
all  under- tenures,  and  forlhwi  th  to  eject  aU  under-tenants,  with  die  following

of  good  arable  land,

This  Act  shall  be  read  with,  and  lakcn  as  part  of,  the  Bengal  Land- 
revenue  Sales  Act,  1 859,  as  modified  for  the  time  being,  and  all  references 
in  this  Act  to  the  Bengal  Land-revenue  Sales  Act,  1859,  or  any  provision 
thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  be  references  to  the  said  Act  or  provision,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  the  time  being  in  force.
